We, your committee on General Missions submit the 


following report: 

General. Missions include State, Home and Foreign 
Missions. i 

In its Annual Session, Dec. 1923, the State Board laid 
out the work for the year 1924 on a bagis which required 
the expenditure of $130,000.00 for State Mission work. 
Since State Missions receive only 19 per} cent of the total 
amount raised, it will be necessary to rhise this year more 
than five times that amount in order for us to receive the 
$130,000.00. That gives you some idea of the immensity 


of the task. 
The Board is assisting in the 
seventy-two pastors. This amount assipts one hundred and 


twenty-five churches. Your Board has employed four regu- 


lar district enlistment men, five regular S. S. workers with 
several assistants during the summer onths. We had two 
b. Y. P. U. field workers with two extrd workers for part of 
the summer season. The w. M. UL has two regular 
workers. 

Other items of expense in connec 
work are expense of Board meetings, 
vention Minutes, State Convention eetings, School of, 
Evangelism, Mid-Winter Bible School 4t New Orleans, work 
among the Negroes, the Creoles and Indians, the Minister- 
ial Student Fund, Religious work in ate Colleges. Semi- 
naries and Training Schools, student fand, Good Will Center 
Work, and the salary of $720.00 a year to Dr. A. V- Rowe, 
who is Secretary Emeritus.

The most important work before our churches, the 
remainder of this year, is, first, the payment in of the 75- 
Million Campaign, if possible by Nov. Ist; if not, at least by 
last of Dec., for the pledges are not going to be reckoned 
with after the close of this year. : 

The second is the putting on of the 1925 program. This 
consists of making pledges to the seven great causes which 
have been cared for by means of 75 Million Campaign funds. 
The pledges are to be from Nov. 30th to Dec. 7, inclusive. 
The payments will begin with Jan. Ist, and be continued 
throughout the year 1925. Up to Aug. Ist we lacked 

: $715,000.00 of having raised our quota and about = $1,520.- 
00.00 of having raised our pledge. It is possible for us to 
raise this amount by the end of the year. There is an ey- 
pressed determination on the part of many to pay every 
cent they promised.

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REPORT ON WOMAN’S WORK 


The Woman’s Missionary Union of Mississippi during 
this associational period is most interested in the comple- 
tion of the Seventy-Five Million Campaign. It is a matter 
of note that during the tour years immediately preceding 
the campaign Mississippi women gave W the objects for 
which the campaign stands only $191,835.16. The sum 
given to the cainpaign for the five years is $515,650.00. 
The W. M. U. will work with a mind to gomplete what they 
have begun. 

During this fiseal year the W. M. Uj has had organized 
work in 64 asscciations. An associatio Superintendent 
and a Young People’s Leader is at work in each of these 
associations. There are 770 Woman’s Missionary Societies 
and 651 Young People’s Auxiliaries, making a total of 1421 
organizations. The chief aims of these organizations, as in 
the past, is prayer, Mission and Bible s udy, Stewardship, 
Personal Service and Soul Winning. "40,000 seals and near- 
ly 3,000 certificates have been awarded| for mission study. 

The W. M. U. is greatly interested in securing funds 
for scholarships for young women anxious to finish their 
college course and enter training school, in order that they 
may prepare themselves for service in| either the Home or 
Foreign fields. In view of this fact, t following recom- 
mendation is made to. the association: | That the churches 
encourage this work by, making a donation to this worthy 
cause through the W. M. U.

REPORT ON PROHIBITION 


Prohibition means forbidding by law the sale of alco- 
holic liquors. This was the end in view when the _prohibi- 


tion movement had its beginning. The fight, a long one 
and a hard one, in which Baptists played not an inconspic- 
uous part, was crowned in victory when the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution was adopted. Full 
fruits of the victory, however, are not yet possible. The 
illegal distiller and the illegal | retailer are yet to be sub- 
dued. 

With the manufacture, sale and possession of  spiritu- 
ous liquors forbidden by law, the prohibition question 
resolves itself into a question of law enforcement. Let it 
be borne in mind that officials alone can not enforce the pro- 
hibition laws. The cooperation, support and assistance of 
every law abiding citizen is needed and the sooner this is 
realized the sooner will we be enabled to enjoy the full 
fruits of the prohibition movement. 
is being made. Of this we have unmistak- 
able evidence. That a big per cent of the cases in our crim- 
inal courts are whiskey cases must not be considered a bad 
omen. I foretells, rather, a brighter day, the coming of 
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which will be hastened when each one realizes that he has a 
part to play-—a duty to perform.

TRAINING OUR CHILDREN FOR SERVICE 


lt has occurred to us that the subject assigned might 
be-a nusnomer. aA report on this subject woula cail for al 
outline of the work done and the harvest gained during wie 
associational year just closed. ‘fo make such report, we 
find ourselyes without the necessary data. The church let¢ 
ters fail to, furnish data on this subject. If the report call- 
ed for was intended as an outline for child training in the 
church, we invade the realms of the Sunday School report 
when we write on the subject from that standpoint. If we 
are expected to write an outline for child training in the 
home, then we feel that it would be difficult to improve on 
the very splendid report by Mrs. Keith, read at our last 
association. If we are seeking a text on child training, it is 
not wise to prepare and adopt a new report until we shall 
have improved on the one adopted. I therefore merely offer 
the following as supplmentary to that ‘report: 

First, It is all out of the question to pind the affec- 
tions of a child to persons or things for which it has no re- 
spect. The child learns to respect its parents because it is 
impressed and actually believes that. father and mother are 
all powerful and can at their will do or secure anything 
which its needs might demand. It, therefore, loves, honors. 
serves and obevs them above all others. 

Second. For a child to love, serve and reverence the 
Church of Christ, its pastor. the superintendent of the,Sun- 
day School, the teachers, and the church service in general. 
it must first be trained to believe that Christ, the head of 
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the church, has superior powers and that the membership 
possess superior virtues and enjoys superior blessings. 
when the child comes to know ol the superior power, love 
and purity of God; it comes to love, honor and serve Him 
from the same causes and on the same principles that it 
came to love, honor and serve its parents. 

Third. It is our opinion that children should be 
brought. to understand that they are attending church for 
the reason that it is God’s house and that it should love and 
serve God in his house as_ well asat home. Weare quite 
sure we are too negligent in teaching children the truth 
concerning God and _ his relationship to mans and_ to his 
church. If the child is induced to attend church and Sun- 
day School for the amusements it carries and the prizes it 
brings, it will one day find the prizes of little value and the 


‘musements tame compared with those it knows and hears 
of elsewhere. 


Children, like grown people, cannot serve God in serv- 
ing themselves. Neither can they love God without know- 
ing something definite concerning his attributes. “To work 


the works of God” is 


to “believe on Him whom he hath sent 
(John 6:29).

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The slogan in America during the great world war was 
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fight and win to make an end of war. This ideal cannot be 
reached unless it is taugnt in our schools. On the leet of 
little children humanity moves torward. Christian Educa- 
tion is teaching those ideals, in the higher institutions of 
learning that our Lord and Savior taught, the greatest of 
which He, Himself said was to love the Lord thy God with 
all thy mind, soul and strength and thy neighbor as thysell. 
This will never be done unless the Bible is used as the fun- 
damental textbook in all our education. To this end Bap- 
tists support or own and operate certain colleges, namely: 
Mississippi College, Clinton, Miss., for young men, and a 
Junior College, Hillman, for young women at.the same 
place, Mississippi Woman’s College, Hattiesburg, Miss., for 
young women, Clark College, Newton, Miss., a junior col- 
lege, co-educational, and Blue Mountain College, Blue Moun- 
tain, Miss., also for young women. For the ministry we 
support The Baptist Bible Institute, New Orleans, La., The 
Southwestern Baptist Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, 
Texas, and The Southern Baptist Seminary, Louisville, Ky. 
Those fundamental ideals as taught in the Bible are 
stressed in these institutions. It is not our aim to foster 
an independant system of-education, but is our aim to foster 
those higher institutions to teach Baptist ideas. It is our 
idea to keep the fountain head pure, and this will react on 
secondary education as well as directly on the ministry. 
We sincerely recommend these institutions to the con- 
sideration of the denomination, and hope that they will 
receive your support both by patronage and financially.
